A Grateful Prisoner 


German Prisoner in England Writes 
Home About Kind Treatment 


A member of the soldiers wives’ 
club-has sent this clipping from an 
English daily, showing how. comfort- 
able one wounded German prisoner 
in England is.

We promised that the “govern- 
ment would control the packing 
houses. and regulate the margin of 
profit between the producers and the 
consumerss He said that those who 
had studied the food ‘situation were 


seized by the fact that there was a]} 


shortage of food in many lines, and 
he feared that there would be a still 
greater shortage in the months to 
come... To obviate this as much as 
possible it was necessary to take the 
situation in hand at once. : 

The minister remarked that there 
were difficulties in the situation. One 
of these was the shortness of help 
which was a very serious question. 
In this connection he said that per- 
haps there was a little misapprchen- 
sion existing in the minds of the 
farmer regarding the intentions of 
the government under the. military 
service act. He declared that it was 
not the intention of the ‘government 
that men needed for the work o 
production on the farm should be 
taken, ; : 

Mr. Crerar said that the view had 
been expressed that in order to in- 
sure the maximum of production 
there should be some guarantee of 
price from the government, He in- 
timated that this would be “a very 


dificult matter for the government: 


to do at the present time.” The 
world shortage of meat, animals was 
to the farmer the best~guarantee of 
the stability of prices. .

Scrubbing by Electricity 


Latest Recruit to Ranks of Labor- 
Saving Devices 


The. Jatest recruit to the ranks of 
electric fabor-saving- devices is a 
scrubbing machine. It weights only 
100 pounds: and is entirely self- 
contained with the single exception 
that, it takes its current from’ any 
convenient socket. The machine wets 
sweeps, scrubs and drics the floor at 
a single operation. It requires only a 
single attendant, who merely pushes 
the machine forward and guides it. 
He controls the amount of water dis- 
tributed’ on the floor by means of 
the handle. This water is immediately 
swept up by a cylindrical brush 
which is.16 inches wide and has a 
circumference of 20 inches.

brush is “driven by 


a one-fourth 
1orse-power motor ata speed of 600 
revolutions. per- minute. The brush 
does ‘the actual scrubbing and carries 
all-of the dirt and soiled: water over 
an apron into a separate receiving 
pan, so the scrubbing is always done 
withiclean’ water from the upper 
tanks, The machine is said to have 
a-capacity of nearly 7,000 square 
feet of surface per hour. But so far 
alas} nothing has been done to make 
the device available in the big farm 
kitchen!

That is, he shaots vertically 


up into the -air, turns ‘over.on his{} 


back and literally falls, head ‘first, 
rolling over and over, simulating all 
the motions of a plane whose’ pilot 
has been killod and. which is utterly 
out of control So deceptive are 
these movements that it is impossible 
to tell the difference very often from 
_ the ‘real thing. hee 


Today, writcs a correspondent at 
‘the front, I saw a good example of 
how this “playing dead” works out. 
Lieut. A, flying at an altitude 
three miles, well above the clouds, 
encountered two enemy machines. 
He dived at the nearest and at short 

. range fired a short burst into it from 
his machine gun. It. pitched on its 
nose, and with smoke coming out of 

_ its fuselage, went plunging and spin- 
ning into the clouds below. 

It so happened that a pilot be- 
longing to an entirely . different 
squadron happenéd to be patrolling 
under the clouds above which the 
fight took place. In his report he 
mentioned sceing an cnemy plane, of 
a certain type, fall in flames out of 
the clouds over his head and, burn- 
ing fiercely, crash to the carth at 

_ such and such a spot. ; 

As both time and place and the 
“circumstances coincided exactly with 
the report:of Lieut. R., Lieut. A. was 
credited with bringing down the 

. German plane But for this -accident 
his fight would have netted — his 
record nothing. 

Whenever possible the victor in a 
ght in the air follows-the falling 
‘plane to the’ ground and actually 
sécs it smash to bits. When this 
: happens, to onlookers on the ground, 

It appears exactly as if’ both planes 

are falling, for the one. which fol- 

lows must put ‘his plane into a “nose- 

spin” and fall in the wake of ‘the 

‘ other like.a stone, It is only when 
-@gthe pursuing plane secs his victim 
@erash that he, at only a few hundred 
_ feet from the ground “flattens out” 
and zooms up into the sky again. 

Sometimes, to- make sure, the pursu- 

er fires 50 or 100 rounds at his fall- 

ing opponent as he falls in his“ wake 
to make ‘sure that the spin is. real 
and not just a wily plot “playing 

‘dead.” So it sometimes happens. that 

‘a fall begins by a pilot “playing 
> dead” and ends in it becomine gen- 

‘uine. In these cases the victorious 

pilot will never know whether he 

was firing at an cnemy trying-to es- 
ye cape -or into. the.-back.. of a’. dead

Food Situation is Grave | 


Vital Necessity of Conservation of 
Food Supplies and Increased 
Production 


2 _. The latest appeal of W. J. Ilanna, 
food controller, is worthy of attcn- 
tion, ; 

Mr. Hanna’s statement is as fol- 
lows: ve ‘ 

“Recent developments in Furope, 
Official- correspondence and the lat- 

est crop estimates make it plain that 

the world food ‘situation today is 

j Serious beyond anything that we 
could see a few months ago, Unless 
we are willing to make some sacri- 
fice in our cating and rigorously to 
guard against waste of foodstuffs, 
we may find the conclusive victory 
of ofr armics endangered. 

“Reports of the crops of France 
and Italy show that we shall be 
talled upon to strain every effort 
and to conserve cvcry ounce of food 
to make up the shorlage of our al- 
lies. Temporary disaster lias over- 
taken the Italian ‘army and it will 
be necessary to support them to the 

“utmost by rushing food shipments. 
The requirements of Great Britain 
will be much larger than they were 
last year. We must also cnsure the 
women and children of France from 
terrible suffering and make certain 
that the allicd, cause will not be 
weakened hy shortage of cssential 

' food supplies. 

“The situation is grave today and 
the time has come whicn the people 
of Canada must. .rcalize that the al- 
lies are depending on the continent 
of North America to a far greater 
extent than ever-before. It is. with- 
in the power of all of us effectively 
to support the cfforts of our armies. 
The Canadian farmer has done his 
part by harvesting. a splendid crop. 
Plans have been made for greater 

{ Production next year. But until the 
next harvest the only means of in- 
creasing the exportable surplus. of 
food is for the constimer to do his 
duty, The fighting cfliciency of the 
allied forces will be impaired unless 
Canada awakens to the scriousness 
of the food problem. There rests 
upon us a tremendous responsibility 
—perliaps for the very issue of the 
war,” ”

Forest Reserves of British Columbia 
Provide Pasture for Prairie 
Sheep 


Thirty-five thousand head of sheep 
went from Alberta’s prairies to the 
forest reserves of British. Columbia 
this year, ‘Shipped under the aus- 
pices of. the provincial government, 
the flocks went in as.an experiment, 
because of the shortage of pasturé in 
Southern Alberta districts. | Special 
railway rates were granted, and the 
owners paid the government seven 
cents per head per month for pas-

satisfactory, according to W. S. 
Stevens, liye stock commissioner. 
The grass was excellent, and there

The 
chiflren of such parents are liable to 
service in the trenches in case they

He was in inces- 
sant fighting for three days, and five 
times was the sole .survivor of a 
Lewis gun team, Whien he finally re- 
joined his own unit he was carrying 
a new gun,.and- apologized humbly 
for having lost his spare parts bag.

Unconditional

M. Daniel Blumenthal is the —en- 
tire commission, officially accredited 
by the French government to inform - 
America ahy it? will .be impossible 
for France to lay down her = arms 
without the tnconditional surrender 
by Germany of those fair French 
provinces which were stolen:‘in 1871. 

No more fitting man for the task 
could have been chosen. For Mr. 
Blumenthal,-a native of the town of 
Thann, in Old Alsace, has. personally 
experienced all the vicissitudes’ to 
which ‘his unhappy land has been 
subjected by the ruthless conquer- 
or since the Franco-Prussian war. 

A little boy at that time, he grew 
up, as did all the youngsters around 
him, with a hatred for Germany and 
a love for France, He became a 
public man, and held every office to 
which the people could elect him. 

He was a city councilor, mayor of 
Colmar, senator to the provincial as- 
sembly at Strassburz, and deputy 
representing Alsace-Lorraine in_ the 
German Reichstag at Berlin. He is 
the voice of Alsace-Lorraine—which 
wants to go home to its mother 
country,- ; 

Between the first rumors of war 
and the German. mobilization, Mr. 
Blumenthal hastened from Alsace ta 
Switzerland, going from Basle ta 
Paris. 

The war in the Vosges began, A 
part of Old Alsace was. recaptured 
by the French, restored after forty 
five years to the motherland. 

Sitting, in his office in Forty. 
fourth street, he tells, with eyet 
moist, yet voice fiery, of that occu 
pation,’ of the joyful scenes ‘enacte 
when the loyal Alsatians egrect¢ 
the forces of deliverance. , 

With’ what fire he speaks of Al 
sace-Lorraine! With what con: 
tempt of Germany and kultur. His 
expressive voice with its soft slur 
ring of English paints a word pic- 
ture of heroic anecdote, 

The AlsaceyLorraine which he de- 
‘picts is a country of 1,900,000 souls, 
of whom 11-2 million are French to 
the very heart of them, OF the re- 
maining: four hundred thousand 
more than two hundred. thousan 
are German military officials, sol: 
diers and their families, The small 
remainder are German civilians, 

“Now and since the Franco-Prus: 
siin wari this minprity has _ bullied 
us,” he said, “After we go: back ta 
France the German’. soldiers will 
clear out, and the small. minority 
of Germans will be different pceaple 

“Thirty/ thousand young men con: 
‘scripted ‘by Germany have deserted 
the Gernian armics and gone over ta 
the French,” he says. “France knew 
thatif: these young-uicn -were-caueh] 
fighting against Germany they would 
be horribly mistreated.

Good Work Carried on by Railroads 
and Hotels in U. §&. 


After a trip across the continent 
and back Tim Healy, president. of 
the association of commercial trav- 
ellers of the United States, who’ 
pledged themselves last summer - to 
act as aides tothe United States 


astic co-opcration _ on. ~ conservation 
in hotels everywhere. He visited 
Denver, Salt. Lake City, Oklahoma 
City, Los Angeles, “Portland, Taco- 
Ima, Spokane and Butte and- found 
that the food administration program 
was being followed cagerly. 

H. S. Calcutt, superintendent of 
dining car service on the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad, reports to the 
hotel section of the food administra- 
tion, that the becfless day was in- 
augurated on that. line on September 
25th and that the service of wheat 
cakes, wheat biscuits, ete, was  dis- 
continued and. since then griddle 
cakes have been made of buckwheat 
and corn meal and bread of rye, 
graham and corn meal,’ 

Of the thousands of persons serv- 
ed since then not one has complain- 
ed against the wheat or meat con- 
servation policy. Pamphlets have 
been put out by this company for 
distribution among. their gucsts, sug- 
gesting that the principles of the 
food administration ‘be adopted in 
the homes of the travelers and ev- 
ery effort has been made to forward 
the work otherwise. Popular res- 
taurants in Boston have chosen a 
direct method of doing thetr part 
towards conservation by printing the 
following on the menu cards: 

sore Loaf of Sugar to Our Sev- 
en 

“Those of us who grumble at be- 
ing asked not to waste sugar and 
other foods should be ashamed of 
ourselves.. 

“The people in France today are 
living on one pound of sugar per 
month. We use seven! Seven times 
as much sugar as the French with 
all their other sacrifices, and yet we. 
grumble! 

“The man who pours sugar in his 
coffee regardicss and then leaves half 
of it on the bottom of the cup dves- 
n't like to be asked to stir it up! For 
shame! 

“Let us save part of our sugar, fet 
us observe the wheatless days( Wed- 
nesday and Thursday) and the meat- 
Iess days (Tuesday and Friday).
